The memories of 1871 were 
quickly forgotten, and today the use of 
candles and the old “ pump lamps” —

JAPANESE SUICIDES. 


Randy to Shower Golden Trees are Upon 
His Relatives. 
George S. Farnwell. 
the 
southern 
Oregon hermit, 75 years old, passed 
through Portland for San Francisco 
other day, after an absence of forty 
years, says the San Francisco Call. 
During that period he eschewed the so­ 
ciety of his fellow’-man as much as 
possible, never venturing into popu­ 
lated sections of southern Oregon ex­ 
cept when he needed supplies, and that 
was not more than twice a year. He 
settled in the wilds some miles dis­ 
tant from Grant’s Pass, nearly thirty- 
five years ago, and it is doubtful 
whether fivescore of people in that sec­ 
tion of the country are aware of his 
existence. 
When Farnwell first set­ 
tled there the country swarmed with 
Indians and wild beasts. The Indians 
once made him captive, but they soon 
come to regard him as a supernatural 
being and he was released. For the 
first time in almost a generation, Farn­ 
well broke his reticence wiiile waiting 
for the departure of the train that was 
to carry him to the scenes that knew 
him when he was young. “After I had 
been with the Indians a few month 
they driving me to all kinds of servile 
work,” said the old man, “scarlet fever 
broke 
out 
among a dozen of their 
papooses. 
As early as that time I 
packed a chest of homeopathic medi­ 
cines with me. When the Indians cap­ 
tured me they relieved me of my medi­ 
cines, as well as all else I had, but be­ 
cause of some superstition they left 
my medicine chest intact. When the 
disease broke out among the little ones 
and four of them died under aboriginal 
treatment I volunteered to cure the 
rest if my box of mystery was return­ 
ed to me. The Indians feared to trust 
me at the outset, but after a consulta­ 
tion, during which another papoose 
died, my request was acceded to. In

An essay on the prevalence of suicide 
In Japan has been written by Mr. Saitc 
Kokufu, a native statistician. 
The 
statistics extend over ten years, and 
show that suicide has been on the in­ 
crease in Japan, both actually and in 
proportion to the total number of 
deaths. In 1885 and 1886 the number 
in proportion to the population reached 
its highest. Mr. Saito observes that 
during these years there was a great 
rise in the price of the necessaries of 
life. In the case of Japanese women, 
the age at which suicide is most fre­ 
quent is about twenty; the correspond­ 
ing period with men is twenty-five. 
Comparatively few women commit sui­ 
cide after the twenty-fifth year, but 
men are not safe until they are past 
forty. 
The number mounts rapidly 
'month by month from January to May, 
and keeps high until July, falling to its 
lowest in November. The suicides of 
December and January are attributed 
partly to pecuniary 
troubles at the 
close of the year, when all accounts are 
supposed to be closed and all liabilities 
met. A rise in July is attributed to 
^financial troubles at the half-year. In 
recent years the use of the sword by 
suicides has decreased greatly; hang­ 
ing is the method most frequently em­ 
ployed, nearly three-fourths of the 
male suicides and nearly half the fe 
males terminating their lives this way ; 
but among women drowning is more 
common even than hanging. 
Fire­ 
arms and poison are very rarely used, 
probably because they are not readily 
ou.uiuable, while a Japanese of either 
sex always has a long girdle and al­ 
ways has water sufficient in the deep 
wells in every village and adjacent to 
almost every house. The figures show 
that the number of suicides varies year
